you squeeze some of its w ater vapor 
out of it. 
When the sun rises the fog over the 
w ater and ponds disappears. 
It is be 
cause the air gets warm er and can 
hold more vapor. 
W hen all the air is 
warm you have no clouds. 
Clouds are 
a sure sign that the air where they 
are is colder than the other air In the 
neighborhood. 
If the clouds are made up of hollow 
water drops like soap bubbles floating 
Iii the air. why don’t the bubbles a1 
ways float? Why do we have rain? 
Perhaps we have all seen two soap 
bubbles come together and burst. They 
become nothing but two heavy drops 
of water or even one drop, and the w a­ 
ter falls. That is rain—a little sphere 


j of w ater that is not hollow is a good 
deal heavier than the air, a dll a hollow 
sphere of water often is lighter than 
air 
There are millions of drops in a 
1 cloud, and when they are blown about 
I by winds they strike against each other 
and fall in rain. 
H ail aud snow aud sleet are nothing 
but frozen rain. Sleet is nothing but 
snow that is driven about by the wind 
In calm weather you get the little 
snow crystals. 
But when the wind 
blows a dozen of them arc blown into 
one. and they come down In little 
lumps of sleet. 
Sometimes the snow falls through u 
layer of air that Is warmer. Then it 
partly melts. 
If no snow fell in the winter time. 
seeds would have a hard time to sprout. 
since the ground would be frozen stiff, 
but the snow fail covers it up like a 
blanket. 
Tile ground is not 
frozen 
deep, so the seeds have a chance.—Chi­ 
cago Tribune. 


Coddled Apples. 
Apples are a great boon to the house­ 
hold in winter, when fresh foods are 
scarce, aud new ways of preparing 
them are many and varied. 
But our 
ancestors appreciated apples quite as 
much us we do today, more so, per­ 
haps, because foods were so scarce in j 
cold weather. 
Among old recipes is one for cod- ‘ 
died apples. 
For this pare aud core 
the apples and boil them in clear wa- ! 
ter until tender, with lemon peel and a 
small stick of cinnamon. 
Now remove 
the apples aud add the sugar aud 
when dissolved return the apples and 
boil a few minutes longer. 
An easy and delicious dessert is to 
serve the baked* apples 
with 
wine 
sauce poured over them. 
This makes 
a little variety from the usual method 
of serving them with cream.
